At Guildhall Police Court, Loudon, 
Saturday, July 2'2d, there was uot a 
case to be tried, ami the traditional 
pair of white gloves for a maiden 
Bbeet waa presouLed to the magiatrato. 

JdjuTGribtim, a school teacher who 
had taught school for twenty-six years, 
was fined seven shillings by a London 
magistrate, for atriking a pupil with a 
c^ne^aorosa t)ie faQe, The teacher 
protested that lie in<;$nded to strike 
the lad aorosslthe shoulders. 

A police constable ia Loodon vrent 
to separate two men whom he saw in a 
fight. They ceiHod fighting mch other 
and both pitched into him, for wliioh 
the magistrate sentenced them to pay 
a fine each of $10 or to be iinprisoned, 
with hard labor, for three months. 

A London postman, whom a single 
pot of beer had overcome, according 
to his own statement, was fined .£10 or 
must serve two months impriaonmoot. 
Perhaps the penalty was as much for 
hi^ralmes^ ''as an Englishmaa to 
Btand^'eras for his Weakness in tak- 
ing it. 

A chemist in London, who professed 
to be and practiced as a medical man 
and surgeon, whilst he was neither, 
was fined X5. Were penalties to be 
enforced in this country for such cases 
of false pretenses, the Courts would 
be kept busy for the yjear, and the ag- 
gregate iSnes \vould' reach a million of 

strara^ bold'thdt organ- 
grinders must move on from before 
honsoa where their playing is displeas- 
ing, under penalty of a fine. Oh, for 
the application of this measure of jus- 
tice in our own land of unlicensed, and 
exasperftting street musio! Or else 
place before everycourtita own organ, 
with here and there the organ's own 
monliey. ' ' 

An English Judge held the pushing 
down of one drunken woman by an- 
other equally drunk, whence deaih 
ensued, to be a "misadventure" and 
therefore ordered Jier discharge. But 
another English Judge fined an actor 
40 shillings for having, while drunk, 
having knocked down the inesHou- 
ger of thp theatre for an insulting re- 
mark, although the latter was drunk- 
er. Such is the law. 

A man in London was fined 40 shil- 
lings for attempting to get on a train 
of cars whilst it was in motion. It is 
that kind of ponal prosecution which 
at last prevents railway casualties and 
i deatiis, and the preventive ought to 
' appjly'as •^yell tp,ig^,tting off as getting 
on j^a «;jng^gii^un. Almost daily 
persons are, tiiSvd stloh culpable care- 
lessness or reokleBsne3a, either injur- 
ed temporarily, crippled for life or 
killed. 

JT^ne Gibba,.a womtm. , ol 22 years, 
wilts arrested iirthe streets of London 
while "on a tare" drossedi in men's 
clothes and sentenced to a fine of five 

shilliuga 6r fivo days imprisonment. 
Before being led to thu court she stat- 
ed that the clothes belonged to a sail- 
or with whom she lives and who was 
a sleep when she put them on. Ho 
^^||d'p} other suit, and would bo ob- 
^iigSiJtiS Iteep abed until the clothes 
were rei^qrned. The magistrate or- 
dered that ber own clotlieH Hhuuld bo 
brought to her, which she put on in

The Moderator, in pr .ting the address 
in the name of the Presbytery; took occa- 
sion to remark that the prosentatijm pt.^lio 
address was delayed owing to tbe dif&cul- 
ty of calling the Presbytery together, 
scattered as its members are over the 
couutry: — . 
To His Honor the Honorable Albert Norlon 

Richards, Lieutenant-Governor, &c., Ac, 
Max IT PiiEABB YocB Honor; — 

The Presbytery of British Columbiu in 
connection witli tho Churoh of Scotland 
wish to take this their first opportunity of 
convoying to i'our Honor an aaauranoo of 
our steadfast loyalty to the Throne, Per- 
son and Government of our most GraoiouB 
Queen. 

The Presbytery beg at the same time to 
congratulate Your Honor upon being ap- 
pointed to tho distinguished and respon- 
sible position of the Lieuteiinnt-Govora- 
orship of this Prorinoe, and express their 
conviction that tho administrative ability 
and the long acquaintance posseasod by 
Your Honor with the practical wo king of 
responsible government render the ap- 
pointment highly auspicious for the wel- 
fare, progress and prosperity of the Pro- 
vince. Tho Presbytery, while laboring to 
perpetuate and extend in this Weatern 
Province those religious iuBtitutious and 
obsorvanoes which have under the ble.sB- 
ing of God produced such good results in 
the other Provinoes of the Dominion, 
cougratulate themselves that under tbo 
just and prudent administration of Your 
Honor t.hoy ahull have the most favorable 
opportunities for prosecuting thoir work. 

'! coaoluaiou, tlio Proabytoxy eariioDtly 
hope and believe that under the govern- 
ment of Your Honor the best interests of 
tho couutry shall be greatly advanced, and 
peace, prosperity, law and order reign 
throughout the Province.

His Honor having cordially received 
tbe deputation replied to tlie addresB. in 
tho following terms: — 

Sib: — Allow me through yon to thank 
tho ricohyiery of British Columbia in 
connection wifn tu« nhurch of Scotland 
for the address which you na<« irx^i -pxo- 
sented to me on their behalf. 

All will agree that the members of your 
Church ure truly loyal to the Throne, 
Person and Government of our MostGrn- 
cioiis Sovoreign, and should any eyidenco 
be necessary to show this the inagnitlceut 
reception given here a few days ago to 
Her Majesty's representative, in the Do- 
minion, will furnish it. 

I fear you speak in too flattering terms 
of my administrative ability and aoquaiut- 
anco with tho working of rosijonsible gov- 
urnmeut, although 1 may state thatlhave 
lived under irresponsible Colonial gov- 
ernment, against which many of the peo- 
ple of the old PrOTiAoes of Canada ro.se in 
rebolliou, and afterwards nnder responsi- 
ble government subsequently granted to 
those i'rovincoa, under which they have 
prospered to an unprecedented extent, 
and now comj)riao a happy, free and loyal 
people. No aystom of government other 
than responsible would be satisfactory to 
a British people, and as it in a measure 
relieves the bead of the goTcrnment from 
responsibilities and casts them upon tho 
people, it behoves tho latter to oierciae 
groat judgment in selecting thoir repre- 
seutativos, and when chosen confidence in 
thorn is absolutely necessary in order to 
give stability to the government until for- 
feited by miamanagement. 

It is remarkable that in the older Pro- 
vinces so many of tho leading politicians 
and businesa mon are Scotchmen, and the 
wonder is how Scotland with so small a 
population in comparison to tho rest of 
Great Britain and Ireland could produce 
them. Possihly the explanation lies in 
their early training under the influence 
of the Kirk, and if this bo tho caao your 
Church would deserve well of tho coun- 
try ahoukl it produce similar roault.s hero; 
but whatever may bo the effect of its la- 
bours I am sure that its Ministers will 
n .)ver have any cause to complain 'of any 
intcrforonco with their freedom of action. 

It will 00 my pleasing duty in every 
legitimate way to aid tbo development of 
the resources of this Province, believing 
that thoy aro suflicient to oiisure great 
prosperity, and I have no doubt that law 
njiA order will (as hitherto) prevail 
throughout the oonnt.y, and it is to be 
hopfd that wisdom may guide the couu- 
sels of tboKO who arr the arbiters of peace 
and war so that peace may rpign in the 
land.

ernment appear to have, made a move 
iu the light direction bv appointing 
Immigration Agents at 'Tictoria and 
New Westminster. I would suggest 
that the time has now arrived to or- 
ganize a dotinito scbomo of immigra- 
tion ftidod by tbo Government and 
controlled by _a standing committee of 
the Provinbiaii- -Pai^lii^dnt. In tbe 
first place, it would *be necessary to 
have a Government Agent in London 
whose duty it would bel tb select suita- 
ble emigrants, to give every informa- 
tion that would be available to stran- 
gers desirous of making this Province 
their home, Buoh as the relatiTe ooBt^f ' 
the various routes, the nature of the 
soil, climate, natural productions, 
rates of wagoa and cost of living. 
Pampblota descriptive of the country 
and illustrated with maps should bo 
judiciously distributed through the 
United Kingdom, eapeoiall; in. the 
agricultural diatriots. 

Tbo Agent-General in London 
should also have copies of all tho pub- 
lic documents, statutes, maps and 
newspapers of tho province open to 
public inspection. This v/ould be es- 
pecially valuable to ijarties endeavor- 
ing to place loans, aud all other per- 
sons SGoking authentic information 
b.bout Britiah Columbia, which could 
scarcely bo found elsewhere iu tlie 
United Kingdoiu. 

In the next place tbo Government 
Imtiiigration Agents at Viotoria and 
New WoBtminsler would attend to the 
immigrants on thoir arrival. Homes 
should be established at these two 
places on tho auiue plan as those in 
Eastern Canada, where tho married 
men could leavo their families whilst 
they were seeking land or employment. 

But in order to attract the class 
that is wanted here, namely, married 
single artisans, agricultural and 
other laborers, gardeners, copper, tin, 
and lead miners, free or assisted pas- 
sages must be granted. Doubtless 
arrangements would be made to bring 
them direct by sailing vessel at the 
uummum. of.cost, and tbe Canadian 
GovernoieQt' would defray a portion of 
the expense, thus placing British Col- 
umbia on tho same footing as tiie 
Eastern Provinces as regards immi- 
gration. 

If the result of such a scheme as I 

have sketched would be to add but 
BOO solocted immigrants to out ^u^jk- 
latiou every year, tbe bonetit would 
be 161^^000 a&nuallj added to our 
natitittal wealth, in their capacity, as 
consum,6!rp,prodacers and contributors

London, Aug. 26. — A special to the 
'Daily News' from Belgrade says Geu 
Tchernayoli" tolographod to Prince 
Milan that the Servians won a great 
victory on Thursday.
